They will tell 
you that their arrongementa hove suf- 
ficed for the poKt and no III result* 
have occnrred; the Inhabitants, they 
aay, live aa long aa they like; and yet 
facta prove otherwiie. la placea 
where proper ayatcma have been la* 
■tailed the death rata la lowered. In- 
faatila nortaUty redaeed. tofectlons 
diaeaae eradicated, or aeariy ao. aad 
ika general kealtk bettared^^Prom 
tko Arckitoet aad Ooairaet Baporter.

The patiaoto who eoold do lo went to 
the benb-pnof eoUar adMB tbe air raid 
opened, bat tkm were a Banker kf 
aoldiera ao badly waaaded that they 
could Bot ka BMTOd.

In 
turn, very often furnishes bonrd for 
farm labor, which would otherwise be 
a farm expense. Merely from the 
standpoint of keeping track of houst^ 
hold expenses ns related to the farm 
business, household accounts are de- 
sirable and ahould serve to supplement 
and round ont fann accounts. 
Wsys of Keeping Records. 
There are two methods of keeping 
s record of household expenditures. 
One Is to record the purchases or 
money paid ont witbont daaalfying 
the ezpendltnrea. Tba other U to clas- 
sify when tta raeard to made. 

The llrat matkod to tary dmpla. re- 
qulree no apeelal form, and given all 
neeeaaary Information regarding ex> 
pendltaraa. At tba and of the month 
or at tha aad of tha year the total 
expendltnraa readily may be <1efe^ 
mined. IB order, however, to know 
the totala far each kind or class It will 
he neeeesary to make up a monthly 
summary. In which the Items will be 
distributed In different columns, by 
classes. This extra work at the end of 
each month (or at the end of the year) 
may cause discouragement and neplcct 
of Claislflcatlon, wllh the result thut 
the greatest pood thnt could he derived 
from tbe records Is not renllr.od. 

T'nder the second iifethod. In nihil- 
tlon to being enterwl all together In 
one column, the Items are clasalfled In 
separate columns. This method hns 
the same advantages as the first meth- 
od and the addltloiml advantage of al- 
lowing for the dlstribuUon of the Items 
of expenditure to the proper ctasses 
wrtthoot the Inconvenience of twning 
to some other page, The distribution 
may he left to atomanto af Manre If 
the tamer to bav at tka time the 
entry la made. Wkdl tka page la

If o keg, barrel or crock Is used. sn» 
pend a wooden cover In the brine so 
thnt It win keep the peppers well below 
the surface. If the cover Is placed on 
tho peppers nndwclchted without su^ 
pension. It will crush the pep|>crs and 
ninke them lose tbdr shape. Add 
more salt to the cover vntll BO mora 
wlH dissolve. It pnt ta fralt Jara or 
other containers thnt cnn ba aanlad, aa 
mora lalt aaad ba added. la thto eaao^ 
allow to ataad for threa or floor day* 
to allow tu ta aaeapa, tbaa iU pa^ 
feetly ton with brine and aaal tight 
Bun or bamto that knva a good kiat 
cftt bo flnad fan with peppera aat 
btlaa aad kaadcd up. fresh peppera 
caa ba added from time to time aa 
they mature.
